THE GROWTH OF 


AMERICAN SHIPPING 


In connection with tho bill recentl_ 


introduced In the senate by Senator 
Jones of Washington, chairman of the 
committee on commerce, providing fo 
tne sale of government owned mer 
chajit vessels to private operators, i 
is interesting to consider the growth 
of American shipping enterprise sine 
the outbreak of the war. 
There ar 


seventy-one firms now owning or op 
crating

lenged lac record by demanding a re- 


In his confession, telling his method 


ot faking, Cole slid he had a rubber 
belt tied around his body which, prior 
to the.milking taking place, was filled

tube which ran down hie trousers leg 
•.nd Into his milking pall.

to milk, his rubber belt cream reser- 
voir got busy, via the .rubber tube.

Cole's, pail

not only of the cream content In the 
milk beln greceived from the cow, but 
Cole's reserve supply aa well.

Cole is alleged to have faked tests 
he was hired to make, as a skilled 
dairyman, for other 'breeders.

was prosperous," said the report, "in 
perhaps a majority of cases earnings 
heing 10 per cent, or more and only 
a few suffered -losses.

executive board of the Holstelo Fres- 
lan Association of America, at Chlca-. 
go last Saturday and an explanation 
demanded 
of 
his 
connection 
with 


records regarding Holsteln cattle sine* 
found to have been faked. 
This fol- 


lowed receipt of Information by this 
board that a cow of his named Pawlet 
recently was represented by Cole to 
have made 51 pounds of butter in a 
.single week and' officers of the Agri- 
cultural college of Vermont univers- 
ity and the National Association chal- 
lenged the record by demanding a re- 
test. 


In his confession, telling his method 


el faking, Cole said he had a rubber 
belt tied around'his body which, prior 
to the milking taking place, was filled 
with cream. 
The rubber belt had a 


tube which ran down his trousers leg 
and Into his milking pail. 
Starting 


to rclik, his rubber.belt cream reser- 
voir got busy, via the rubber tube 
and 
Cole's pail 
got • the 
benefit 


tube, and Cole's pail got the benefit 
not only of thevcream content in the 
tnlilc beln greceived from the cow, bu 
Cole's reserve supply as well.

Cole Is alleged to have faked tests 
he was hired to make, as a skilled 
dairvmin, for other 
breeders.

cently he was the "authority" who 
conducted tests for Oliver Cabana of

Cabana's cows 
were 


among the most noted Holstelns In 
America. 
Following the tests made 


by the' Vermont dairy "magician." the 
herd sold for 5750,000 or on an aver- 
age of J3000 each. Cabana, the own- 
er is absolved from responsibility for 
anything Cole may have done.

North Middlesex

milk for Lowell people are. Holstelns 
and many of the dairymen-In surround-

it will not of course be known here 
as to whether Middlesex county dairy- 
men were victimized or not.
